NVBSTI G A T I OX seems to indicate 
that the alleged revolt of the Ha- 
bine lake Indians, as reported in 
telegrams received at Vancouver by the 
Conner's association, was mucl) exag- 
gerated. However, prompt measures 
arc being taken by the British Colum- 
bia government to cope with any dis- 
turbance that may be occasioned conse- 
quent to the destruction of the barri- 
cades made by the Indians across the 
Babine and other streams leading tu 
the spawning grounds. 
3 No militia will be necessary. 

Hon. Richard Mc-Bride, premier, sain 
the government had received several 
messages giving advices of the occur- 
rences at Babine and from these it would 
appear that the earlier despatches had 
exaggerated the situation. The govern- 
ment is acting promptly to deal with 
any disturbance that may arise, though, 
and Mr. Hicks-Bench, the stipendiary 
magistrate at Hazelton, accompanied by 
several constables, and by Mr. R, K. 
Loring, the Indian agent. at Hazelton, 
will leave tomorrow for the scene. 

"Will there be any necessity for the 
despatch of militia?" asked the reporter. 
"None whatever," replied the premier. 
The local officials will be able to deal 
at their discretion with the situation, 
continued the premier, and it is expected 
that they will secure a settlement of 
the trouble without difficulty. 
Babine lake, the scene of the reported 

J trouble, is approximately forty miles 
from tho hendwators of the Skeena. The 
last report of the Indian department 
gives the full number of Indians jri that 
agency ns 251, all told, men, women 
and children. 

With reference to the reported 
trouble between the Babine natives 
and the Dominion government fish- 
ery officials, Mr. H. A. Maclean 
K. €., deputy attorney general 
who was waited upon by a Colonist 
reporter today stated, in reply to inquiry 
on the Object, that official communica- 
tions hod been received by telegraph 
from the canneries through Mr. Burdis 
of the Packers' association and also 
from Provincial Constable Kirby at 
.Hazelton to the effect that upon the 
Dominion fisheries officials attempting 
to make an arrest of two or three men 
for infringement of the law as regards 
the blocking of the river by means of 
weirs for the purpose of trapping sal- 
mon otherwise than in the manner pre- 
scribed by law, their authority was re- 
sisted by the Indians, who to the num- 
ber of about 150, refused to allow the 
men to he arrested, the matter being 
one entirely between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Indians. 

"No stops," Mr. Maclean added, 
"have yet been taken, beyond instruct- 
ing the provincial constable to render 
all the assistance in his power to up- 
hold the law, as the government is 

Not Yot Fully Advised 
regarding the facts of the case. As re- 
gards the despatch of troops to the 
scene of the disturbance Mr. Maclean 
does not anticipate that such a course 
will become necessary but thinks thnt 
a quiet settlement will be shortly ar- 
rived at. 

"It will be remembered that on the 
late fall of last year news was brought 
down by Rtl official who had just vis- 
ited the Babine lake, to the effect that 
the position as regards the Indians was 
far from satisfactory and showing in his 
report the infringement of the interests 
of the whites upon those of the natives 
to the serious detriment of the latter 
in the manner affecting to a serious de- 
gree their means of livelihood."

much exaggerated. He received a mes- 
sage from .Mr. Loring to the effect that 
the officer was lo leave for the scene 
and expected to he able to .cope with 
the situation. The message rend: 

"May overcome trouble. Going to 
Babine next Saturday." i 

Mr. F. S. Hussey of the provincial po- 
lice, when seen, said the provincial gov- 
ernment lias taken all action that was 
necessary. Constables were being sent 
to the scene with the magistrate at 
Hazelton. 

Vancouver, 13. ('., Aug. ;!0. — (Special) 
There is little new in the Babine In- 
dian situation. Advices from Hazelton 
state that tho Indian agent and stipen- 
diary magistrate have left there for the 
scene of the trouble. No word has yet 
been received from Ottawa, though 
some of the local militiamen say thev.

WRECK ON LAKE WINNIPEG. 

Steamer Foundered, With Captain and 
Five Other Persons. 

* West Selkirk, Man., Aug. 120.— News 
reached hero this afternoon of a ship- 
wreck on Lake Winnipeg. The steamer 
[Princess on Sunday last, after a long 
fight with the elements, sank to the 
bottom, and Captain John Hawes with 
five other persons, found watery 
graves. 

5 The details of the tragic occurrence 
read like a thrilling episode from the 
annals of ocean tragedies. Besides the 
Cuptain, five others were drowned, 
namely, Flora McDonald and Yoba 
Johnson, of Selkirk, both stewardesses; 
Joe Arenson, of Poplar Point, Lpftus 
Gudninnson, of Selkirk and Charles 
Craves, of Gilo!. 

' The steamer loft Poplar Point, which 
is situated about 12011 miles up the hike, 
at-4:i)0 last Saturday afternoon. She 
was bound for Selkirk and carried a 
cargo of fish. On Sunday the steamer 
was plying between George and 
Swampy Islands. After passing George 
Island the sea grew very rough, and 
shortly afterwards' she sprang a leak. 
All hands worked hard to keep the wa- 
ter down, but the most strenuous efforts 
wore futile. At about I! o'clock ill the 
niorning the firemen and engineers were 
compelled to abandon the fire rooms. 
The water by this time was about np 
to their nocks, and they had only clung 
to their posts with the grim determina- 
tion of men who were fighting for their 
own lives and those of the crew and 
passengers. After the fire room was 
abandoned, the water soon smothered 
the fires, and about 1:30 o'clock the! 
engines stopped and the steamer was 
left at the mercy of the waves. 

At the critical juncture the boats 
were prepared and the crew and pass- 1 
engers made ready to cast away froml 
the steamer as n last resort. Suddenly, j 
about -1:15, the steamer gave a 'great 
lurch. towering waves struck her, 
breaking her almost in two. and the 
smoke stack went down through the 
(bottom of the hull. The first lurch was 
followed by another equally awe inspir- 
ing and the hull broke in two and the 
deckhouse Moated off on the heavy sea. 
It was then that I.oftns Gudmanson 
and Charles Graves mot their death, 
going down with the machinery.

Winnipeg, Aug. 30.— "These are busy 
days for the C. P. It. stock yards," re- 
marked H. A. Mullins, one of the leud- 
ing cattle exporters of the West yes- 
terday In an interview. "It makes a fel- 
low rub his eyes and wonder if the 
yards are really the outcome of the lit- 
tle pens in which the cattle export trade 
started a few years ago. There have 
been days during the Inst two weeks 
when there have been 0,000 cattle in the 
yards and long trains of unloaded oars 
on the tracks. 

i "The forward movement of cattle has 
never boon so early or so satisfactory 
for years. The winter was a very fav- 
orable one for cattle on the ranges, and 
this was followed by abundant rain in 
Slay and consequently a luxuriant 
growth of vegetation and the cattle are 
in prime condition. 

"To give you an itlen of how early 
the movement is I may mention that 
such ranching companies as the Knights 
and Eldridge Bros, who had not shipped 
a hoof before September loth last year, 
are almost through with their shipping 
for this year. Up to date some .'10,- 
000 head of exporters have gone for- 
ward. 

"Prices have been steady, and have 
never touched the low points of last 
year. Ocean space has ranged about 
So shillings to 40 shillings or about the 
same ns last year, and has been well 
taken, many going out by Boston and 
Philadelphia because it has not been 
possible to get sufficient carriers out of 
Montreal." 

"There has been no trouble ill dis- 
posing of good steers and ranchers have 
been taking homo more money than for 
the past three seasons. This year a 
great many ranchers are shipping 
their own. They secure the ocean space 
and then very frequently sell out steers 
and ocean space to some dealer in Win- 
nipeg. A great many train loads have 
been disposed of in this way this year. 
It is n good arrangement for both par- 
ties; it saves the dealers the time mid 
trouble of going to the ranges to buy 
and the rancher gets his cattle started, 
and if lie does not like the price there 
is nothing to hinder his shipping them 
through to the Old Country himself. 

"The free movement of cattle so early 
in the season will be n groat relief to 
the railroads, as there will not be a lot 
of cattle trains to congest traffic when 
the wheat movement commences. The 
services of cattle trains has been very 
good this year. This is an all impor- 
tant matter to cattlemen, as the big 
shrink is always on the long railway

French Sailormen Burn Village 
of Slayers of Island 
Traders 



Advices were received by the steamer 
Miowera which arrived yesterday from 
Australian that news of a meeting 
of a joint commission held to inves- 
tigate matters requiring lue combined 
action of the British and French author- 
ities — the New Hebrides group being 
under the dual control of (.treat Britain 
and France. 

II. SI. S. Promothcus and the French 
bruiser Vaucluse wore at Noumea and 
officers of either vessel acted as com- 
duissioners. The principal matter that 
received the attention of the joint com- 
mission was the attack made by the na- 
tives of the island of Malelcula or Malli- 
collo on the French trading schooner 
•Lily, when three of the members of the 
grew were murdered, and their bodies 
subsequently devoured at a great native 
feast. From the evidence it appeared 
that the Lily anchored off Southwest 
bay, and that while three of the crew 
were ashore on trading mutters they 
were completely surrounded by a furious 
band of natives, who shot them with 
rifles, which had been surreptitiously 
smuggled on to the island by previous 
traders in exchange for "trade." The 
commission after discussing the question 
resolved to avenge the murders, aud if 
possible to secure the ringleaders of 
the massacres. In view of the fact that 
the three murdered men were French 
subjects the commission decided that 
action should be taken by the Vaucluse. 

Subsequently the Vaucluse left Nou- 
mea for the New Hebrides, and landed 
a punitive expedition at a point a little 
to the northward of Southwest bay, on 
the western side of the island of Male- 
kula. The expedition was completely 
armed and marched to a native village 
about 10 or 12 miles inland, where it 
was believed the murderers were hiding. 
The expedition commenced • the march 
through hilly aud difficult country at 
daylight, and it was midday before the 
village was reached. The native chiefs 
were met. and. a demand made that they 
should fbr.tb.wi.th produce the men who 
shot the French sailors or the. Lily. The 
chiefs alarmed at the appearance of the 
expedition, readily consented to comply 
with the demand. The chiefs, however, 
failed to return, and after waiting for a 
couple of hours the expedition set lire to 
the village, which was completely de- 
stroyed. The expedition also shot ;!0 
pigs, which animals are greatly valued 
by the natives, as the wealth of a chief 
is determined, by the number of pigs with 
tusks in his possession. The expedition 
then commenced the return journey, 
reaching the anchorage of the Vaucluse 
by nightfall.

VICTORIA'S GREAT FUTURE, 

British Railway Men Impressed With 
Possibilities of Island. 

Mr. Samuel Fay and party of rail- 
way magnates left last evening for Se- 
attle en route for San Francisco aud 
the Fast, after spending the morning 
in paying visits of ceremony to the pre- 
mier and the chief commissioner of 
lands and works and viewing the par- 
liament buildings and museum and the 
afternoon in an automobile run around 
the Saanich peninsula. They were en- 
chanted with all they saw. As the time 
at their disposal was so limited the in- 
tention of enjoying a little fishing had 
to be abandoned.

Itev. J. G. Shearer, general secretary 
of tW Lord's Day Alliance of Canada 
who is now visiting the coast, speaking 
in reference, to the Lord's IDay act, 
passed by the Dominion house at its 
recent session, said: "The present act 
has its imperfections, but it is the best 
law, of its kind now in force anywnerc 
in the World, and Sunday is better ob- 
served in Canada than in tiny other 
country. Even Scotland must yield to 
.Canada in this respect, while some oth- 
er countries, the United States for in- 
stance, aria hardly to be compared with 
the 'Dominion in this regard. When the 
new act comes into force, the superior- 
ity of Canada will be still more marked 
in the matter of Sunday observance. 
The new law with reference to railways 
will forbid all general repair work on 
Sunday, all construction work and ail 
local making up and handling of freight 
trains. It -will prevent absolutely all 
Sunday excursions, whether by railway 
train, steamboat or tally-no, or by oth- 
er conveyance. It will prevent the Sun- 
day Importation or distribution of 
newspapers, las well as their printing. 
It will forbid the opening of theatres 
and all sports and games for money or 
reward. 

"The clause iu the act requiring that 
the consent of the attorney-general of 
the province must be secured In ench in- 
stance before proceeding to prosecution 
in any particular case, while unreason- 
able in theory, will have no real effect 
in the enforcement of the act. We do, 
not anticipate the slightest difficulty in 
securing convictions owing to this pro- 
vince, us long at least as we hove at- 
torney-generals of the same personal 
character as we have at the fciv.-enl 
time. We have 'already interviewed sev- 
eral of these gentlemen regarding the 
enforcement of (he law, and have receiv- 
ed very satisfactory assurances from 
them. Wo could never have succeeded

RONDO TO TENDER TWICKENHAM 



Will Carry Cargo to Vancouver- 
Revenue Cutter Leaves For 
Bamfield Today. 



The C. P. H. steamer Empress of 
India is to sail today from Yokohama to 
make, if possible, a record-breaking 
trip and inaugurate the new schedule 
of the Canadian Pacific system between 
'Hongkong and Liverpool and the "Over- 
seas Limited" special will start from 
Quebec today ou arrival of the Ftif/ress 
to connect with the Empress of China, 
outward from this port on Tuesday 
next. The long-established uoys 
of arrival anil departure are 
changed under the new arrange- 
ment, which has now come Into force. 
Instead of urriving on Tuesdays as hat 
been the custom for eleven years the 
white liners will be due on Saturdays 
hereafter; and the day of departure 
will bo Tuesday instead of Monday. By 
the new schedule the time will be 
lessened so that the half-circle of the 
world will be accomplished iu thirty 
days, though the distance to be trav- 
ersed is more than 12,000 miles. The 
Empress liners while making an aver- 
age run of 12 days between Yokohama 
and British Columbia, are able to bet- 
ter that time on every trip aud the new 
schedule calls for faster time. The over 
hind journey is also to be done in quick- 
er time. Today, for the first time, a spe- 
cial train the "Overseas Limited"— will 
be started between Quebec and Van- 
couver which will make the run in the 
quick time of Of) hours. The train — a 
special — leaves Quebec immediately nf- 
ter the arrival of the Empress on the 
Atlantic route. The first special from 
British Columbia will start eastward on 
arrival of the Empress of India. 

When that steamer sailed outward all 
hands were interested in orders that 
had been given, which, unless counter- 
manded, ordered a fast homeward run. 
The record is hold by the Empress of 
Japan which holds the blue ribbon of 
the Pacific, having accomplished the 
run some years ago between Yokohama 
and Victoria in 10 clays aud .10 hours. 
The Pacific Mall S. S. Co. has been 
since endeavoring to break that record, 
and several costly speeding voynges have 
taken place (he usual call at Honolulu 
being omitted for the purpose; but the 
record of the C. P. R. steamer has not 
yet been broken. The nearest nppronch 
to it, being that of the stenmer Korea 
which ranfrom Yokohama to San Fran- 
cisco in 10 dnys 11 hours and 20 min- 
utes. In fairness, though, it must bo 
stated that the run to San Francisco 
is longer. However, the fastest timo 
made from land to land across the 
Pacific is that mnde by the Empress of 
Japan and in order to set a new mark 
the Empress of Indian will needs ar- 
rive at this port earlv on September 
10th. 

The new service of the C. P. Tt. will 
give a quicker mail service between 
London and Hongkong than is possible 
by any other service. The route between 
Loverpool and Hongkong via the Suez 
and overland between Brindisi and 
Liverpool occupies ,'{"> days. With close 
connections between the two routes the 
modern traveler will ensily be able to 
excel the hero of Jules Verne who 
rounded the world in 80 days— the time 
under these two fast services of the 
rival systems is hut U3 da vs. 

The steamer Tartar of the C. IP. It. 
intermediary Oriental service is due to- 
morrow from Yokohama. The steamer 
Tango Maru of the Japanese line which 
left Yokohama on August 22nd, is due 
ou Thursday next.

TENDERING TWICKENHAM. 

Steamer Pondo to Carry Sugar of the 
Freighter to Vancouver. 

The steniner Pondo, of the New Zealand- 
British Columbia line, which omitted ill 
call at this port Inbound, arrived at ISs- 
qulmalt last nlglu to enter the dry dock 
to he cleaned and paluted. The Pondo, 
one ot the DuckuuH Bros, steamers, was 
chartered yesterday to curry the sugar 
that remains ou board the steamer Twick- 
enham to the li. C Sugar Refinery »t Van- 
couver. Of ' the disabled steamer's cargo 
of 5,908 tons, 1,200 ton*, valued at about 
t$0O,(KX), wild lost, and about 12,000 was 
placed In the barge Baroda by the Victoria 
«fc Vancouver Stevedoring company, which 
Is discharging the Twickenham. The 
steamer l'ondo Is to enter the dry dock 10- 
day, and will remain Iu the dock tor about 
48 hours, after which she will proceed 
alongside the Twickenham In Bsquimalt 
liarbor, and take on board Mic sugar re- 
maining In the freighter. 

It Is not expected that the Twickenham 
will be able to enter the dry doek until 
abo"t the middle or the coming week. The 
Injuries to the steamer will Involve repairs 
costing at lenst $25,000; but the full extent 
of the work necessary will not be uetlulte- 
ly known until the stenmer Is placed III 
the dock. The plates ou the keel are bent 
for about 30 feet from the stem, the gar- 
board and keel plntes are strained 011 the 
port side, and there Is one hole about four- 
teen Inches In diameter broken In one of 
the plates. Fourteen plates are Injured on 
the starboard side, and there are holes In 
some of these. 

With regard to the complaints of the 
United States wreckers with reference to 
the salvage of the steamer, It has been 
pointed out that nothing was known by 
those Interested In the stranded steamer 
regarding the reported presence of a wreck- 
ing steamer, the Samson, at Roche Harbor. 
Furthermore, the presence -er the Canadian 
wrecking vessels was lawful, as the 
waters In which the steamer stranded are 
undoubtedly contiguous to lirltish Colum- 
bia waters. It has also been pointed out 
In this connection that when the steamer 
Willamette, now known as the Montarn, 
was wrecked near Union Hay, the Morans 
were permitted by the Canadian govern- 
ment to salve that vessel, although the 
waters In which the steamer lay could not 
be considered as contiguous waters.

MR. GRIGG'S VISIT. 

The visit of Mr. Griggs to Canada Is 
likely to prove of value both to the 
Dominion and Ll.a Mcthtii Country. 
Briefly stated, his object Is to seek out 
information that will be of value to the 
Board of Trade, which, it may be well 
to mention. Is n department of the 
Imperial government, and to establish 
■regular channels through which the 
supply maiy be kept up to date. The 
best students of the relations between 
the United Kingdom and Canada long 
wince «tme to the conclusion that what 
Is more needed than anything else Is 
the diffusion of reliable, specific Infor- 
mation. Generalities are well enough 
In their way. but i£ effective results are 
to be reached; attention. must be given 
to details, which, though perhaps ap- 
parently Insignificant in themselves, 
unite to form an important whole. 
The relations of countries with each 
other are made up of many small Items, 
most of them too limited in their scope 
and too Individual In their bearing to 
be dealt with by governments or to 
attract the notice of political theorists. 
Speaking broadly, the aspect of Inter- 
imperial relations, most in evidence at 
the present time, Is the commercial 
side of them. So far as Canada is 
concerned, and no necessity arises for 
us to assume to speak for other parts 
of the Empire, there is no question as 
to the loyalty of the people to the flag 
and to what may he called the British 
tradition. Publicists may safely as- 
sume that the Canadian people have no 
wish whatever . to break the bonds 
which attach their country to the 
United Kingdom. Some few may think 
it time that wo enjoyed a greater 
measure of independence. Just as a few 
others think il would he better If the 
final decision in all Canadian matters 
rested, not with the people themselves, 
hut witli the authorities of Downing 
Street. The very great majoritiy are 
fully satisfied witli conditions as they 
exist and the evolution thereof, which 
is steadily in progress. , This i.s the 
reason why the various programmes 
suggested by the self-styled leaders of 
the Imperialists have failed to evoke 
any popular response, even though they 
have :il times been championed by 
prominent Canadian public men. Brit- 
ish history teaches that It Is an error! 
tp talk of empire-building, although j 
right enough to speak of Imperial evo- 
lution. 

Love 'if adventure and the desire for 
trade were Hi.' mainsprings of action 
on the part o£ those, through whose 
energy the Union .lack has been hoist- 
ed over so many of the best portions 
of the habitable globe, and it is no re- 
flection upon the ban, is „f •'gentlemen 
adventurers" of the past to say that 
the strength of the Imperial edifice has 
depended more upon l he prosaic Influ- 
ences of commerce than anything else. 
We do not wish In intimate, as some 

prominent people have, that nothing 
but tariff bonds can keep the Empire 
from going to pieces; but we do claim 
that the more fully the people of the 
United Kingdom understand what 
Canada can do for them, and the more 
fully Canadians understand what they 
can become to the United Kingdom, 
the more lastingly beneficial will the 
relations of the two countries he. 
Hence we welcome the visit of Mr. 
Grigg. Ills work is along light lines. 
Principles and rules ait? only valuable 
in proportion to the value of the data 
upon which thoy are based, anil Hie 
mission of our visitor is the accumu- 
lation of data that will serve us n 
guide to those who are entrusted with 
the responsibility of determining the 
policy of the Imperial government, and 
that will, we assume, be accessible to 



WATER ONCE MORE. 

The Times has definitely declared 
Itself as favorable to the Highland dis- 
trict as the permanent source of Avater 
supply for the city. It Is not worth 
while to follow our contemporary In 
what It says about what may be the 
future needs of Victoria, when It out- 
grows nearby sources of supply. Our 
contemporary's observations on that 
point silnply befog the issue. We are 
j making some progress. The Times 
and Colonist are in accord as to the 
unwisdom of looking to Elk Lake as a 
permanent source, and we fully agree 
with It when it salys "It would be a 
mistake to spend a large sum of the 
ratepayers' money upon Elk Lake." 

The Times thinks that Coldstream as 
a source or supply "might not have 
appeared so inviting to our eyes if it 
had remained In its natural state." 
With this also we agree. A thing that 
has been demonstrated to be good Is 
always more attractive than something 
the good qualities of which have not 
been demonstrated. So favorably does 
the Times appear to be Impressed with 
what has been demonstrated at Gold- 
stream that its only objection to it is 
on the score of cost. It says that to 
avail ourselves of this source of supply 
the city will have to borrow a million 
and a half dollars, which is beyond our 
borrowing power. If this i.s the only 
objection, it is one that can be re- 
moved by the legislature whenever the 
people of Victoria so desire. 

The Times thinks "the Highland dis- 
trict scheme, as far as It has been con- 
sidered, looks attractive," but .Mr. 
Adams, who is the only expert, who 
has expressed an opinion on the sub- 
ject, tells us that we do not know 
enough about the Highland district, as 
a source of water supply, to enable 
anyone to form an opinion that Is of 
any value. If experiment should show 
the Highland district to be unsuitable 
for the purpose, the Times would ap- 
parently be disposed to favo^golng to 
Sooke Lake. Apparently our contem- 
porary's position may be thus stated: 
Elk Lake is out of the question, and 
Goldslrea,m must not be considered 
under any circumstances. 

His Worship. the Mayor is also ap- 
parently an out-and-out opponent of 
Coldstream. He makes a thinly- veiled 
bid fur popularity by saying that the 
money spent in buying the Coldstream 
property could be laid out in wages of 
men employed In bringing Sooke Lake 
water to the city, and that the Sooke 
Lake supply would cost the clliy less 
than one from Coldstream. In his esti- 
mates he omits any reference to 
something which the Times does not 
overlook, namely, that In acquiring the 
Goldstream property the city will take 
over a large revenue-producing asset. 
It is only good business in considering 
the cost of a thing to ascertain whether 
or not it yields an income that may be 
set off against Interest on what the 
price will be. Thus let it be supposed 
that by acqilirtSg the Coldstream 
property and thereby securing a mon- 
opoly of water supply for the whole 
region Included in Victoria and Esqui- 
mau, the city comes or may reasonably | 
be expected to come into a net revenue | 
of $20,000 a year from other sources | 
than domestic water supplly In Vic- 
toria. This would be 4 per cent, on I 
$500,000, and if the city had to pay I 
$1,250,000 for the property, the actual j 
cost to the ratepayers would be only I 
$750,000. If the city should Ignore^ 
Goldstream and go to Sooke, there j 
would remain for all time to come a ■ 
rival concern furnishing water and 
power to the people of a district which 
the city ought to supply. We do not 
give the above figures as accurate, but 
only for illustration. The possible 
value of the revenue-paying assets of 
the Goldstream company do not, as the 
Times properly points out, affect the 
question whether the city can, under 
its present borrowing powers, acquire 
Coldstream; but It does very materi- 
ally affect the Mayor's calculations as 
to cost. In fact it knocks the bottom 
out of them.

AN I NTE RPROVINC I AL CONFER- 
ENCE. 

The long-expected conference of the 
provincial premiers i.s to be held at 
Ottawa early in October. The meet- 
ing will be one of more than ordlnaily 
Importance. It was inevitable, after 
the terms granted to the new prov- 
inces of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
that a readjustment of the financial 
relations between the federal and local 
governments would become necessary. 
Under the basic terms of Confedera- 
tion the maximum sum that can he 
paid to Nova Scotia and Xew Bruns- 
wick as annual subsidy Is $320,000; 
and when British Columbia and Mani- 
toba entered the union the same limit 
was placed upon them. In the case 
of the two new provinces the maximum 
is increased to double this amount. 
This is a discrepancy that must be 
rectified; there Is no reason why 
there should be any difference between 
the provinces In this respect! and It Is 
not very obvious why Ontario and 
Quebec should always he entitled to 
receive greater subsidies than the 
other members of the Union. This Is 
only one aspect of the ease, and, as 
far as British Columbia is concerned, 
not by any means the most important. 

This province can claim, without 
tear of successful contradiction, that 
it contributes more per capita to the 
revenue of the Dominion than any 
other province, and perhaps more than 
any two provinces. We can likewise 
claim that the conditions surrounding 
the administration of public affairs In 



the \a.st area embraced within our 
provincial borders renders impossible 
here the economies practiced in the 

East. it is the aim r,r tbe govern- 
ment of British Columbia, as it is the 
desire of all Canadians, that the ad- 
ministration of justice, the mainten- 
ance of education, the construction of 
roads, trails and bridges shall be on a 
par here relatively with what is done 
along these lines in the eastern prov- 
inces; but It is obvious that to do tills 
more money will be needed for a long 
time to come than can be raised, with- 
out resorting to a heavy low.- of direct 
taxation, unless the federal parliament 
comes to our aid. It is not desirable 
that the infant industries of British 
Columbia shall be overburdened with 
direct taxes, and the province in this 
•way placed at a serious disadvantage 
as compared with other parts of the 
Dominion. Tills is not merely a local 
claim. The people now resident in 
British Columbia could get along very 
comfortably If not another square mile 
of Its area were developed. It is very 
little more to their Interest than It is 
to that of the people of Canada as a 
whole, that vast new areas should be 
opened to colonization and Industry. 
The whole Dominion will benefit by 
the development of this province. A 
great market will be afforded for the 
grain of the prairie provinces and for 
the manufactures of the East, and the 
revenue of the country will he vastly 
augmented by the contributions of a 
people, who live well and consume a 
large amount of dutiable and excisable 
goods. The government of British 
Columbia cannot view the prospective 
rapid progress of the province wholly 
with equanimity. Individually its 
members are as gratified as anyone at 
every evidence of advancement; but 
when, as the persons charged With the 
duty of providing for the needs of new 
areas, they sit down to. count what it 
will cost to meet what ought to be 
supplied, and figure out where the 
money Is coming from, they have a 
problem that is exceedingly difficult of 
solution. No one denies that there 
are some minor ways in which econo- 
mies can be effected without materially 
reducing the efficiency of the public 
service. Our province does not stand 
alone in this respect. But when all 
the Items that can be reckoned up in 
this way are added together, the sum 
total Is only a trifle compared with 
/Ivhat the actual necessities of our 
growing country are. 

In preferring a request for better 
terms, the provincial government must 
not be understood to stand in the posi- 
tion of a Conservative local adminis- 
tration asking favors from a Liberal 
federal ministry. There are no poli- 
tics in the matter at all. The request 
is simply an appeal for just considera- 
tion, and it would not be strengthened 
In the slightest degree if tin- Liberal 
party were In power here. We admit 
that the case may be found to he dlfli- 
cult of solution, but that Is no reason 
why it should not be solved. The repre- 
sentatives of this province will not And 
eveilythlng plain sailing when Ihey go 
to Ottawa. They will meet the repre- 
sentatives of other provinces, who will 
press claims for consideration, which 
they at least think are as valid as our 
own. Whether they will be asked to 
assent to the requests that may be 
preferred by the other provinces, or the 
government, after hearing what each 
province may have to claim, will lake 
the whole subject under advisement 
and decide upon a course of action for 
Itself, we do not know, although we 
should suppose from the fact that the 
provincial ministers have been Invited 
to meet and confer, it Is proposed to 
endeavor to formulate a scheme that 
will he acceptable to all. If this were 
not the case. I he claims of the several 
provinces might us well he taken up 
separately. The duty which will de- 
volve upon British Columbia's repre- 
sentatives nt the conference will he no 
light one. H Is to he hoped that the 
press of the province will, without dis- 
tinction of party, back up the demands 
made on our behalf with all the vigor 
at their command, and that the mem- 
bers of the local legislature will cause 
it to be known that, however they may 
differ from their colleagues on other 
points, they are all of one 'mind as to 
the need of belter terms. The whole 
legislature Is on record on this point, 
and the time has arrived when any 
personal Influence possessed by Liberal

members of the House orughl in be 
employed in behalf of the province, 
our representatives will nol go to Ot- 
tawa as representatives of a political 
party, but to look after tin' welfare ul 
the whole province on the only occa- 
sion that has olf'i red Itself In Hie 
course of a generation, and the oxi'y 
one likely to occur during the next 
generation, to place the financial rela- 
tions of British Columbia and the Do- 
minion on a just basis. 

Hon. Mr. Brodcur, speaking at St. 
Helaire a week or so ago, said "the 
demand for Increased provincial sub- 
sidies is dangefrous." This, from a 
minister representing a French con- 
stituency, may be significant.

Hitherto all difficul- 
ties that have been encountered in 
dealing with the natives have been 
solved in an amicable way. and It is 
hoped that the present Instance will 
not furnish an exception.

Writer in the London Daily Tel- 
egraph Describes Great In- 
terview With King 



The London, Eng., Daily Telegraph, 
in its issue of Tuesday, August Hth, 
say's: ."Fortune has crowned the mission 
of the Ited Indian chiefs now visiting 
iLoudon. For more .than a week they 
had waited, hoping almost against hope 
that they might he permitted to have 
an audience of the King. For this they 
had traveled over six thousand miles 
from the backwoods of British Colum- 
bia. Time was pressing, and their anx- 
ieties grew, for tomorrow they are to 
sail by the steamer Bake Manitoba, Tor 
home. With undisguised manifestations 
of joy, therefore, they greeted tin in- 
timation that His Majesty bad gra- 
ciously consented to receive them as his 
lirst oliicial acL on returning to the cap- 
ital from Cowes. The audience would 
be given at Buckingham Palace, nun 
the Indians forthwith prepared them- 
selves for presentation to the "Great 
White Chief." 

Three in number, they are striking 
figures. Chief Joe Capilano, their lead- 
er, is head of the Squamish tribe, from 
Vancouver. Chief Charley lsilpayin.no 
is of the Cowichnn tribe, from Vancou- 
ver Island. The third rejoices in the 
name of Chief Napoleon Basil, and, if 
report be true, his followers, who have 
settled at Ashcroft, British Columbia, 
have adopted the tribal name of Bona- 
parte. (Jhl Basil is a true type of the 
stoical Indian, with a gravity of coun- 
tenance that is never relaxed. He lend 
to spoil the picture by decking himself 
in European costume, which he wears 
uneasily, while his companions remain 
true to their Indian garb of skins and 
feathers. The three chiefs are a depn 
tation representing no fewer than 200, 
OIK) lted Indians. 

What brings them to this country if 
business connected with their reserve 
lions. They bore a petition to King Ed 
ward, asking him to extend his Koya 
protection to the Indian game preserves 
over which the tribes have hunted long 
before the white man appeared on the 
continent. So much game has lately 
been shot, that, if the present rate of 
decimation goes on, they fear that it 
will all disappear, and the Redskins 
will be brought face to face with star- 
vaMon in the winter. 

Shortly before two o'clock in the af- 
ternoon a message summoning the 
chiefs arrived at the offices of the High 
Commissioner for Canada, where they 
were waiting. The toilet was soon pre- 
pared. Chief Basil, as may be judged, 
had little to do. The others adjusted 
round their shoulders their brightly-col- 
ored shawls, barely concealing their up- 
per garments of buckskin. An entire 
skin of a fox, wdth the head just reach- 
ing the nape of his neck, and the sweat- 
ing tail hanging loose at the back, gave 
to Chief Capilano n dashin" air. Willi 
this costume was worn the picturesque 
headgear of the tribes. So adorned they 
turned out into Victoria street, to the 
momentary amazement of a lew pass- 
ers-by, and, accompanied by an inter- 
preter and one of Lord Strathcoria's 
clerks, drove off in ti four-wheeled cab 
to the Palace*. 

As the vehicle passed through the 
great gilded gates the guards came to 
attention and saluted His Majesty's 
visitors. They crossed the forecourt ai d 
entered the quadrangle, where the royal 
entrance is situated. Guided by one of 
the Balace attendants, the Redskins' 
traversed the numerous corridors, star- 
ing about them in open-mouthed amaze- 
ment. Such a vast building they had 
never entered before, and the height of 
the apartments no doubt impressed I 
them. As they were conducted into the 
throne-room they found that the King, 
nt tired in morning dross wns there be- 
fore them, standing on the steps. By 
His Majesty's side was the Queen, who. 
dressed simply in black, displayed her 
interest in the dusky voyagers by her 
presence.

It consist- 
ed of four baskets, worked in rushes of 
bright colors, which had been expressly 
made for the "Great White Queen" by 
his little daughter, Eitimn, With a deep 
bow the Indian placed the hnskets in 
the Queen's hand, and Him- 'Majesty 
smilingly expressed her pleasure at the 
gift, at the same time asking the chief 
to convey her thanks to the little donor. 
With this pleasant incident the brief 
audience closed. 

On returning to the High Commis- 
sioner's offices the chiefs spoke in 
terms of deep gratitude to the King 
and Queen.

for nn alderman to make such state- 
ments outside of the council. 

Pie did not think that the remarks 
were correct. Ho stilted Hint he did nil 
in his iiower to obtain signatures to the 
petition for Hie committee as well as 
Ills own. 

Aid. Fell. — I think you did all in your 
power to kill it even nfter Mr. Auams 
had reported on the two schemes which 
was not favorable to yours. 

Referring to another paragraph His 
Worship wished to know if Aid. Foil 
hud a right to order an official himself 
or through the chairman to incur an ex- 
penditure without the consent of ' the 
council. 

Aid. Fell, — I was perfectly willing to 
pay for the reports if they were not rend 
nt the hoard and were not made public. 

He said the reports were secured 
through the committee, 

II is Worship. — Are you and the chair- 
man the committee? 

Aid. Fell. — Xo. it was from the .com- 
mittee as n whole. 

His Worship. — There is one thing, 
however, that must ho stopped, (and I 
intend to stop it, and that is all com- 
mittee meetings must he called through 
the clerk mid everyone notified. There 
were many meetings of the water com- 
mittee that he had not been notified of 
nml he had a perfect right to rule every- 
thing that had been done out of order. 

Aid. Fell. — How many meetings did 
.you have with the city otlleials regard- 
ing the water question which the com- 
mittee were not made aware of? 

His Worship. — These were not meet- 
ings nf the water committee. I have a 
perfect right to discuss the question 
with any of the otlleials. 

His Worship snid the aldermen had 
no right to give information to the press 
and denied the statement's that were 
credited to him in the Colonist when he 
said a surprise would he sprung nt the 
meeting on Mondav evening Inst. 

Aid. Stewart wished to know who nsfc- 
"il for the second report from Mr. 
Adams. He slated that ho hnd nsked 
■mo hut had nothing to do with the sec- 
Mid one. 

His Worship acknowledged that he 
hnd done So. 

Aid. Stewart. — As chairman of the 
water committee I suggested that the 
-eports he obtained and I am perfectly 
willing to pay $125 nr one-half the cost 
of the reports, I hold myself responsible 
and if there is nnv objection to the ac- 
counts I nm willing to pnv the cost of 
Hie report I asked for. He explained 
Hint ho had nsked for the report think- 
ing that Mr. Adams would he satisfied 
to report for a merely nominal figure. 

Aid Yates thought there wns too 
much time being wasted. He thought 
that a great deal of good had been done 
by obtaining the reports and hnd saved 
the city a large sum, by reporting in 
favor of steel pipe. 

Aid. Stewart thought it might be said 
Hint Mr. Adams had practically hacked 
up the report of the committee. He snid 
Ihnt the committee had based their re- 
•iori on a recommendation made by Hie 
"ity engineer hacked lip by two other 
engineers, and it is now endorsed by the 
expert. 

Al.d Fell suggested that the hoard 
"0 Into committee of tho whole, hut be- 
fore doing so His Worship submitted 
the communication which appears above. 

The committee then went into com- 
mittee of the whole. 

Aid. Dave.v desired lo know if Ihe 
bylaws hnd been pronared and suggest- 
ed' lhat they he considered and thus save 
much time. 

Aid. Vincent asked the water com- 
missioner how high the water would be 
in the tiller beds if a 2-L-jnch main hnd 
been \used nil summer. 
, Mr. Rriymur. — Von do not intend (o 
use all the water that is brought in by 
a 2-t-ineh main? 

Aid. Vincent said it would ni! he used 
unless the services were metered. 

Aid. Hall suggested that before n by- 
law was placed before the ratepayers 
that they should place a pump on the 
i 2-inch main, and then decide on a per- 
manent source of supply he it Sooke or 
Bib lake or Uohlstream. He pointed out 
that Mr. Adams said that 840,000 gal- 
lons could he brought in which would he 
sufficient till a permanent source of sup- 
ply was determined on. He thought it 
would be folly to place two bylaws be- 
fore the ratepayers as neither would he 
passed and by next March it, could he 
decided where to go to. 

Aid. Fllllerton was in accord fcTilh 
'Aid. Hall. He was opposed to spending 
anything but whal was absolutely ne- 
cessary and from his observations Elk 
lake would never he the permanent 
source of supply. He quoted from Mr. 
Adams' report to show that he (Mr. 
Adams] was in favor of the proposition. 
He thought it was only necessary to 
give the ratepayers a Irip to Klk lake io 
convince them thai Blk lake could not 
be the permanent source of supply. The 
condition of things nt the lake was dis- 
graceful. He was opposed to the instal- 
lation of meters. 

Aid. Dnvcy thought the two bylaws 
should not he placed before the rate- 
payers. He suggested that the required 
amount be raised on the security of tlio 
water rates and to do this it would not 
he necessary to go lo Ihe ratepayers as 
it was only neees«ary to determine 
which was the bostH>yia w. 

His Worship said it would be impos- 
sible to raise ihe money without going 
to the ratepayers. 

On referring to Hie city solicitor it 
was learned Hint the required amount 
could be raised on the credit of Hie wa- 
ter system without appealing to the rate- 
payers. 

Ahf. Hall said if it Is necessary to 
redistribute the entire city it will re<inir» 
an additional l.OOll.otiO gallons accord- 
ing to Mr. Adams. And thus it would 
mean that one-third more than the pre- 
sent supply would have to be pumped 
into the city to obtain the same force. 
He pointed out that according to lhat 
it would then soon become neees- 
s\ lo pump water into the tiller beds. 

* < Worship could not understand 
why it would lie necessary to have ihe 
water this season. 

Aid. Hall snid I did not say lo p'aee 
a pump in position this year, besides it 
would lake three months to got it 
working. 

Aid. Fllllerton - Vour proposition is 
the same anil all are endeavoring to 
have n better supply for next year. 

His Worship — My plan menus a year's 
work. 

Aid. Fllllerton.— Yes, ami Mr. Adams 
says it is no good. 

Aid. Fell snid he was of the opinion 
that it would he better if the water de- 
partment was placed in the hands of 
three trustees. lie said that there were 
none on the hoard who could claim lo 
have ns much knowledge of the ques- 
tion as Miv Adnms with tho exception 
of His Worship. 

Referring to the reports by Mr. 
Adams he said Mr. Adams practically 
condemned the report suggested by His 
Worship, and the only difference was 
that in discussing the report of ihe com- 
mittee he did not praise it but the report 
of His Worship was much worse than 
that of the committee, He staled Hint 
he had n communication from an 
eminent engineer of (irent Britain who 
had considerable experience in Man- 
chester and Liverpool, mid when he was 
in ■ Victoria 11 years ago he examined 
both Klk lake and Goldstrentil and gave 
him (Aid. Fell) many pointers among 



which he snid Hint he considered 101k 
hike had reached its limit, and unless 
the supply was not touched for n year 
it would be Impossible to pump anything 
but scum. He wished to state, however, 
Hint it was not intended to abandon Klk 
lake, but if a supply was obtained from 
() old stream or Highland district it 
would he impossible to give the citizens 
water from Blk lnke nnd the other 
source, The sunie expert in his com- 
munication ndviscd him not to' abandon 
'Iilk lake as it could be used to supply 
the small gardens, brickyards and laun- 
dries, etc. The expert stating that Klk 
lake water, could be used much easier 
than Highland district us the Klk lake 
water was much softer. 

His Worship said even if they obtain- 
ed water from Goldstream it would be 
liecessury to filter the water in the 
course of a few years. 

Aid. Vincent wished to know wdiv the 
Vancouver water wns not filtered? 

Aid. Fell referring to the report of 
the water committee, said that Mr. 
Adams agreed with it. with one excep- 
tion which was regarding tho distribu- 
tion in which he advocated meters. 

He said the committee were nwnre 
of the necessity and ho thought that 
before two years the citizens would de- 
cide between meters and wflter nnd no 
meters and no water. He called atten- 
tion to the report of Mr. Adnms where 
he says that the committee report wns 
the easiest, quickest and cheapest. He 
thought it would be a bad policy to 
place an extra pump- on the 10-inch 
main, and it would be better to leave 
the 16-inch inn in alone and place Ihe 
pump on the 1 2-inch. 

He called attention to the recommen- 
dation of Mr. Adams suggesting u res- 
ervoir at Smith's hill instead of redistri- 
bution. The only change from the com- 
mittees report was the reservoir nt 
Smith's hill, and although meters had 
been struck out he thought it would be 
better to put tliem buck in. He had 
arrived at the conclusion that it would 
be better to adopt the report of the com- 
mittee which had been approved of by 
Mr. Adams, and with nil addition made 
hy Mr. Adams in his report. 

His Worship snid he had no reason to 
change his opinion regarding wood 
mains and he was justified in recom- 
mending wood from his experience in 
California. He said that he had the nd- 
vice of men who had been connected 
with mains for a long time and his po- 
sition was borne out by their opinions. 

If the 30-hieh gravity main is put in 
it is the intention to have a reserve in 
Hie mains for any emergency. 

Aid. Vincent wished to know if Hie 
available supply at Ells lake was not 
being used. 

His Worship — Xo we ,nro not. Yon 
can't use it all. 

Aid. Vincent — You can't. 'Where are 
you going to get it from. He wished 
to know if the lake was not lower thnn, 
it ever had been. 

Mr. Preece said it was lower before 
the dam was made. 

Aid. Fell— About what rainfall will 
it take to nil the lake. 

Mr. Preece — About 48 inches, which 
is about 12 inches greater than the av- 
erage rainfall. 

Referring to Ihe answers given by ihe 
officials to the questions asked His 
Worship, Aid. Stewart wished to know 
if they couhl he answered in any other 
manner. 

His Worship thought that Aid. Stew- 
art should apologize to the city officials. 

Aid. Stewart — -I will apologize if 1 
have done anything wrong hut 1 don't 
know what it is. 

"Aid. 'Hull — Those questions coulrkuol 
be answered in any.' other way and the 
trouble is all caused by Vour worship 
trying to force down Ihe throats of the 
citizens thnt it is intended to abandon 
Klk lake. That is not our intention 
nnd you know it very well. I think it 
is your worship who is Irving to do 
something under a false impression, both 
in your petition and bylaw you are stat- 
ing something that was never passed by 
ihe council and it should not he in 
either. 

Aid. Douglas thought it would he nd- 
visnble to go slow in the matter and if 
anything was done il should he done 
correctly. 

The communication from His Wor- 
ship was then taken up and sections 1, 
li nnd I! were admitted owing to ihe fact 
that they could not be carried out this 
yen r. 

Regarding recommendation Nn. A His 
Worship wished to know if (he board 
desired him to have a new petition 
drawn up. 

Aid. Hall wished [o know if His Wnr- 
ship intended to force another bylaw on 
the ratepayers against the vote of the 

His Worship wns of the opinion that 
the ratepayers should he given the right 
\o vote mi both bylaws. 

Aid. Hall did not think it was ;i fair 
proposition, and if It was decided in 
that way It would be a. case of minor- 
ity rule. He thought the board should 
try to formulate some scheme so that 
the citizens could secure sufficient 
water for next summer, and it would 
be the height of follly to place two by- 
laws before the ratepayers when it 
wns well known lhat neither would 
pass If voted on together. 

Aid. Vincent, asked: "After seeing 
the condition of Elk Lake, do you 
think it would he a wise thing to spend 
?inn.non to lay a steel main?" 

His Worship—Yes. I do, and I think 
the people do. 

Aid. Vincent— Well, I don't think the 
peopie have seen the lake. 

Aid. Yates said they could keep ar- 
guing nil night, bul Ihe question was, 
could they improve Elk Lake so that 
they could gel an increased supply for 
the next three years? He thought the 
quickest way to get a better supply 
was to Install meters, which would be 
a permanent fixture. He was hi ac- 
cord with the clvio officials recom- 
mending that K\k Lake be not aban- 
doned. He said that he had to rely on 
the advice of the civic officials and the 
water committee, who in his opinion 
had worked very hard to submit the 
best proposition to the ratepayers. Ho 
suggested that the water committee be 
requested to submit another proposi- 
tion on the lines suggested hy Mr. 
Adnms, and that the report be dis- 
cussed In private. He said that there 
was too much playing to the gallery, 
and If this wns done the question 
would soon be settled. 
Jr Aid. Stewart — I quite agree with 
Aid. Yates, and I have snid before that 
it would have been better If the sub- 
ject had been discussed In private, and 
when complete put It before the public. 

Aid. Douglas — I understood thnt the 
main wan only to be temporally. 

His Worship— Temporary for a num- 
ber of years. 

Aid. Douglas— In the meantime we 
hnve the appeal case, Highland district 
and Sooke Lake. 

His Worship — I want, to get an over- 
flowing supply of good water. 

Aid. Douglas — It appears to me as If 
you think the citizens are overflowing 
with money. 

Aid. Fell thought if the board was 
to decide on Klk Hake as their future 
supply the board would soon get down 
to something definite. 
.Aid. Yates moved that the committee 



rise and report progress, nnd suggest- 
ed that the .officials be asked to bring 
in the figures from the report of the 
committee and the recommendation by 
Mr. Adams. 

Aid. Fell — All I want to do in to give 
the people a fair shake. I want to 
give them an opportunity to say 
whether they want the best proposi- 
tion. 

Aid. Hull wished to know from Ills 
Worship If a new proposition wns pre- 
sented, would he accede to the vote of 
the majority. 

His Worship replied as; stated above 
and then referred to an Item In the 
Colonist yesterday reflecting on the 
civic officials regarding the conditions 
at Klk Lake. He said the otlleials 
were not to blame for tho conditions 
and should not be -so blamed, and the 
only reason the lake was not cleaned 
out was lack of funds. 

The meeting then adjourned.

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STAMPEDE ON FOR 




Excitement on the Klondike Now 
Equals that of the Early 
Days 



iDawsou, Aug. 15.— N'nt since tbe dnyn of 
the wild stiiuipedc of 1SD7 and lbOS lias 
the Klondike known such excitement as 
prevails today. Tlie plienomenal success 
of the two big dredges on btia Klondike 
liver lias given a marvelous Impetus to tlie 
staking of all low-lying bottoms for 
dredge purposes. 

Scores of streams liave been slaked In 
every quarter, aud scores of applications 
are being made /or submerged' rlvor grav- 
els. All the land along the shore of the 
Yukon within live miles of Dawson, north 
and south, Is taken up, aud the river bot- 
tom along the same stretch Is applied /or 
for dredging. , . 

Staking on Crocks 

■The 'Mazle May Is among the latest 
streams to be stampeded for dredge pur- 
poses. H. Pnttou aud associates staked the 
first claims on the creek, and have applied 
for the grants to the ground. They were 
accompanied by quite a number of men. 
Patton creek, n tributary to the Muzle 
May, also was staked. 

The Mazle May Is a tributary of the 
Stewart, forty miles above its month. The 
staking on Mazle was begun at a point 
fourteen nilloo above the mouth. 

The Mazle May was staked several years 
ngo for ordinary placer purposes. At that 
time a number of fine nuggets were se- 
cured on the creek, and It promised to 
become a producer, but water and other 
troubles discouraged the miners. Now 
they believe the dredge can overcome the 
early difficulties, 

Snawiso Gulch 

Snawlse gulch, a tributary of the Yukon 
river, 1,000 feet above the upper line of 
the Grotschler concession, is also one of 
Mir latesl places to be staked by tbe stam- 
peders. 

'Klein gulch, a tributary of the Sehvyn 
river. Is staked. A report has been re- 
ceived here that some good prospects were 
obtained, Klein gulch was located to n 
considerable extent In early days. 

Clear creek, the first stream on the right 
limit of the Yuloui below Dawson, and 
several of the other tributaries' tvf the Yu- 
kon on the same side of the river, have

From the rock the islet off Limn 
point bears N. 49 degrees YV. dlstaut~4 
cables; the north tangent of Kinnahan 
islands S. 2 degrees E. 

The rock which is just awash at ex- 
treme low tides, is now marked by sev- 
eral pieces of kelp, which nppearcd 
since the harbor was entered by tlie 
"Quadra" in the middle of May. There 
is a good channel, carrying 12 fathoms, 
between the rock and Lima point. This 
danger has boen named Kestrel rock. 

About 10th August, 10(KI, a fixed red 
sector will be established in the light 
located on the northeastern point of 
Fairway island, western side of Chat- 
ham strait, and in the eastern entrance 
to Peril strait, Alaska. 

The red sector will cover an nrc of 
34 degrees from S. 3 degrees E to S. 31 
degrees W. over Morris reef making off 
from Hayes point, northern side of the 
eastern entrance to Peril strait. 

Capt. A us' In S. French, master of 
the steamer "Sea Lion," reports the 
existence of an uncharted rock io. Pas- 
ley passage, Sutlej" channel, with feet 
on it at low water, where the charts 
show 31 to 40 fathoms. Lat. N, 50 de- 
grees 51 20. Long. YV. T->0 40 20. Re- 
liable bearings could not be taken on 
account of foggy weather; the position, 
therefore, must he considered doubtful.

Today bis time will he fully occupied 
with various engagements amongst which 
is one at tho board of trade when lie 
will be taken by the president for a 
drive around the Saanicb peninsula and 
Gordon Hend and will have the oppor- 
tunity of observing the agricultural nnd 
fruit industry of the district. The re- 
mainder of his time will lie occupied 
in making tin; acquaintance of the bus- 
ine.su men of Victoria and on Tuesday 
at lOiJiO a. in. lie will meet the coun- 
cil of the board of trade for the pur- 
pose of discussing tho objects of Ids 
mission. 

Air. Grigg will probably remain in 
Victoria until after the visit of the gov- 
ernor general with whom he is anxious 
lo have further converse on tho varied 
phases of his undertaking. Whilst the 
primary object in view in to induce an 
augmentation of the importation of Brit- 
ish manufacturers into Canada he ex- 
presses an equal anxiety to further the 
interests of Canadian industries in the 
tnnrlcpts of Great Britain. He gave 
feeling expression to the deep interest 
that he takes in the future of the Do- 
minion and to his conviction of the sin- 
gleness of purpose which forms the firm 
basis of mutual aspirations belween bel- 
aud the Motherland. He. pointed out 
that trade is largely a SSMtpr of inter- 
change of products nnd 'nfiVt the more 
Canada purchases from England, the 
more will England purchase front Iter in 
proof of which, if such were needed, 
stands bis presence in the Dominion 
tndny for the purpose of facilitating 
BUCll intercourse.

So Says Mr. Ritchie an Enthusi- 
astic Resident of Town 
Across Straits

W. Richie of Port Angeles was among 
the arrivals at the Dominion Hotel 
yesterday. In the course of an Inter- 
view with a Colonist reporter, Mr. 
Ritchie drew an animated picture of 
the revival of activity and the en- 
couraging nature of the outlook at the 
little city across the. Straits, and drew 
special attention to the Interest that is 
In evidence among the business men of 
Seattle with regard to the same. He 
showed how an excursion had been 
organized by a party of them, 800 
strong, largely composed of men seek- 
ing land and business premises in the 
vicinity, the steamer chartered having 
been tilled to the full extent of her 
authorized eapacltry, and the full com- 
plement of passages secured some 
time beforehand. 

The primary cause of renewed in- 
terest has been the granting of a fran- 
chise to tho Northern Pacific Railway 
and the announcement that Port An- 
geles will be made the terminus, con-' 
firmed by the fact of the acquirement 
of some of the best land by Mr. Mc- 
Chesney, the financial agent of J. J. 
Hill, president of the Great Northern. 

Another Important feature of the 
case Is the transference to a great ex- 
tent of the fishing industry from Se- 
attle to Port Angeles by reason of its 
greater proximity to the halibut banks 
and the consequent great snvlng of 
time and expense to the schooners en- 
gaged therein. 

"Tho harbor, which has every nat- 
ural advantage, is the flrst coming in 
and the last: going out of the Sound." 
said Mr. Ritchie, "and Is 75 miles 
nearer tho ocean than Seattle, with a 
much superior anchorage. The fish- 
ing fleet consists of some 45 to 50 
schooners. These vessels, now that 
the Craig Fish Product Company's 
plnnt is completed, in place of taking 
their Ice at Seattle, take It at Port 
Angeles, for tho reason that they can 
make the port In from eight to twelve 
hours from the fishing banks off ("ape 
Flatter/, as against four to seven days 
In making Seattle under the condi- 
tions of calms nnd strong tides that 
usually prevail, and the additional con- 
sideration of a saving of wastage of 
Ice, as the captains maintain, to the 
extent of about one ton each trip. 
Since the opening of the fish product 
companly's refrigerator, which Is said 
to be tho largest west of St. Paul, the 
captains have signified their intention 
of removing their families from Seattle 
to Port Angeles before the commence- 
ment of the next season's operations, 
and this alone will naturally create a 
very substantial demand for .suitable 
tenements." 

The present object of Mr. Ritchie's 
visit to tbl.'i Island has been to make 
arrangements at, Nnnalmo for the de- 
livery at Port Angeles of large quan- 
tities of gill-net herrings during the 
herring season, which extends Trom 
November to February, during which
